President agreed with him in 1944 that “the poll tax should be handled | 
by the State.” : 

Asserting that all of Truman’ proposals “were thrashed out” in'| 
the 1944 Democratic National Convention and left out of the platform, 
Sparks telegraphed the President: 

“You subscribed to the platform and told me in person, when we 
were trying to head off (Henry) Wallace, that you believed the poll 
tax should be handled by the State. On the stPengii of that declara- 
tion, the Alabama delegation with the exception of two voted for you 
for Vice President.” 

Mr. Truman in his message Monday advocated a 10-point program, | 
including Federal legislation to outlaw the poll tax and create a Fair. 
Employment Practices Commission. 

“Any party which makes such declarations as you made yester-| 
day,” Sparks’ telegram said, “is creating more and larger minority

There is posed for the South, in the 
President’s message to Congress on, human 
rights, a problem of such serious import 
that to approach it hastily or in anger, is 
not merely folly but a disservice to the 
South. 

There is current talk of secession from 
the Democratic Party. Indeed, Southern 
Governors meeting in convention at Talla- 
hassee, Fla., on Saturday and Sunday of 
the approaching weekend will be asked 
by some Southern Congressmen to estab- 
lish a method whereby they may, remove 
themselves, or the electoral vote, from the 
Democratic Party. 

But, the thoughful person must im- 
mediately see that if the votes are with- 
drawn nothing tangible will be accom- 
plished. \ 

_ They cannot go to the Republican nomi- 
nee for he will be committed to a program 
of human, or civil, rights which will cer- 
tainly be uas*sharply drawn as Mr. Tru- 
man’s, and perhaps more so. 

They cannot go to Henry Wallace, for 
his position makes that of both the Demo- 
cratic and Republican nominees seem 
somewhat reactionary. 

If the South should produce its own 
nominee, it would certainly remove any 
chance of Mr. Truman’s election, and there 
is not now too much chance of that. But, 
it would also put the South in the po- 
sition of having withdrawn itself and we 
would most assuredly pay the bill for a 
generation or more to come. We would 
have again a sort of reconstruction period, 
20th century fashion. 

What the South must do is to keep its 
shirt on as well as its thinking cap. 

Some of the proposals do not apply 
to Georgia, the poll tax legislation being 
one. We do not have a poll tax. 

It is in only three of the proposals that 
Southern opposition rises to angry heights. 
In all of them are to be found the prob- 
lem which has frustrated every field of 
Southern thought and action for 80 years 
~—the Negro problem. | ; 

The South has, we believe, produced 
leaders in the past 20 years who have 
made possible tremendous advances in all 
these fields. 

We think the South has a right to ask 
to be allowed to go ahead, within the 
framework of its own laws, to solve the 
problems. 


James D. Robinson, Sr. 


James D. Robinson, Sr., who died yes- 
terday after a full and successful life, is 
one of the men to whom Atlanta, com- 
memorating a hundred years of growth 
and leadership, must look with genuine 
gratitude. 

A nativé of Monticello, Mr. Robinson 
moved to Atlanta while yet a lad and 
spent the remainder of his life here. He 
achieved notable success at an early age 
in the business world. From the turn of 
the century, he was closely identified 
with the old Fourth National Bank and, 
in 1929, became Executive Vice President 
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of Power 


The Atlanta Constitution has opposed, 
and still opposes, Federal anti-lynching 
legislation. We believe it will have the 
effect of driving lynchings underground, 
so to speak; that it will increase violent 
deaths, but will so change the pattern that 
Federal legislation will not touch it. There 
still must be trial by jury, a fact the pro- 
ponents of the legislation forget. It would, 
we believe, further stultify the jury sys- 
tem. Lynchings have about disappeared 
because of public opinion’s pressure. 

The Atlanta Constitution has repeated- 
ly said that it believés wholeheartedly in 
the objectives of fair employment prac- 
tices, but opposes without reservation the 
creation of a Federal Fair Employment 
Practices Committee. We have noted, with 
growing cynicism, that it always is intro- 
duced and pushed in the off-year congres- 
sional election years and in the Presiden- 
tial election, years. We believe it an ex- 
periment in trying to regiment morality 
and human nature. We believe it would 
require a growing police force and would 
continue to fail of enforcement. 

In a region where there never have been 
enough jobs, the impact of a FEPC would 
be the more bitterly resented and opposed 
and would harm more than it would help 
the problem before us. 

There are Southern States which are 
ready to accept an end to segregation in 
interstate travel. Others are not. Here 
again, we seriously question the propriety 
of this action but we do seriously urge 
that the segregation laws be made to mean 
what they say—equal accommodations. For 
years we have pointed out the fiction of 
those laws. 

Finally, we believe both the anti-lynch- 
ing legislation arid: the FEPC to be un- 
constitutional, and to insist on pushing 
them through Congress, for the sounding- 
board effect of a campaign for the Negro 
vote is, we think, a contemptible use of 
the legislative bodies. 

The proposals are so flagrantly politi- 
cal, as Mr. Truman seeks to cut it out 


from beneath the feet of the Republicans, 


that we find it most distasteful. 

The answer is not forthcoming from 
Demagogue Walter White any more than 
from Demagogue Jim Eastland. Both are 
equally bad and from the same pattern. 

Let us work through law, not emotion.

Mail sent me at home somehow rarely reaches 
my eyes. It gets ‘put away so carefully for me 
that it turns up months, or even years, later, in 

odd and out-of-the-way places. Now and then it falls into the hands 
of a very young man about the place who “delivers” it to the dog 


house or the barbecue pit. 
All of this is a preamble to the fact that one such letter, from 


the home mail, did come to my attention. I opened it and read it 
one evening and put it by my magazine. Before bedtime it had 
go* “delivered” to some mysterious place from whence it has never 


returned. ‘ 

So, 1 have to answer it here. 

It was from a young girl, 19 years of age, as I recall, who wrote 
asking advice as to whether she should join her young husband, a 
private, first class, in the Army of Occupation in Germany. 

If I had to answer either yes or no, my answer would be yes. 

But, it is a subject worthy of discussion, 


Gener ality In general I would say that it is better for a wife to 
join her husband in Germany if there are not too 

many personal reasons why she should not. 
Such a person should know that the housing situation is likely 
to be only fair. The life will have a certain monotony, after the 
newness wears off. Here again, much depends upon the individual. 


l-saw Americans in Germany of whom 1 was ashamed. They 
were whining about the poor quality of servants, when a little inves- 
tigation revealed they had had none before. They were also com- 
plaining there was nothing to do and they were sick of it. All 
about them was an opportunity to learn a new language,.to travel 
and study, to take lessons in crafts,*arts and so on. There was 
opportunity for music and opera. Many had literally “never had 
it so good.” 

There was no capacity within these people for living. At home 
in America they also would have been bored and whining about 
life in general. 

I remember hearing once a young man say after he had returned 
from a prewar trip to Europe, with plenty of spending money pro- 
vided by an indulgent father, that he was a fool to have gone 
because he would have had. a better time spending the money at 
home. A wise man commentec that the trouble with the young 
man was that he was a fool before he went.

Nerves But, to return. The destroyed cities of Germany and 
the people in them also get on the nerves of some of 
our people. There are plenty of opportunities to meet good, worth- 
knowing Germans. But the broken cities, the burned-out smell of 
them, and the miserable people who pass by and never look at 
—— these make it necessary for’a person to be fairly adequate 
within. : 
There is plenty of food for the Americans serving in Europe. 
It has a certain monotony, since it depends largely on potatoes, 
canned and dried foods. But there is enough of it. 


The wife of a private, first élass, or of a noncommissioned 
officer, will find clubs and recreational facilities, but th are 
always the same one in each place. There is little shopping around. 
There are the movies, of course, and there is sightseeing. If the 
husband is a field soldier he will be away a great deal of the time. 
If he is a headquarters man he will be at home most of the time. 
A clinging vine type shouldn’t go. 


: ‘I would say to this one person who wrote me—a 
Personality great deal depends on what sort of a person you 
are and what sort of a person you husband is. If you really love 
each other and you have sense enough to not to look on the job of 
living abroad as entirely a romantic, exciting, glamorous adven- 
ture, but one which will require the best in you—as indeed, does 
life at home—then by all means go.

Army and Navy Athletes Ineligible 
In Southeastern, Says Dougherty 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 3—(AP)—The day has long since passed when one-time U. S. 


Military or Naval Academy athletes might transfer to Southeastern Conference schools and 
be eligible for intercollegiate athletics, Acting SFC Commissioner N. W. Dougherty dis- 


clrenad Tiacdow nicht. 


Dr. Dougherty, Dean of the 
University of Tennessee’s School 
of Engineering, said the Univer- 
sity of Florida had asked him if 
“a boy leaving one of the military 
academies” would be eligible to 
play football] at Florida. 

The University was told that 
such a student would be ineligible, 
and the commissioner said he had 
given similar rulings recently in 


‘two or three other such cases. 


Florida -sources advised that 
Myron Gerber, ex-Naval Academy 
fullback, wil] enroll at the Uni- 
versity, but that Dougherty has 
declared him ineligible to play 
football, Dougherty said the case 
was not referred to him by name 
nor were the other cases upon 
which he ruled. 

Dr, Dougherty pointed out that 
during World War II the South- 
eastern Conference relaxed its 
classification of Army and Navy 
as colleges. 


| “The Conférence in May, 1946,” 


he said, “instructed the Secretary 
to bring in an amendment which 
would mstore the Military and 
Naval Academies to the classifi- 
cation of colleges, inasmuch as 
the wartime period had passed.” 

This was not done, he said, be- 
eause at the December, 1946, Con- 
ference meeting it was pointed 
out that the by-laws and constitu- 
tion already provided such a clas- 
sification for the academies.
